In the last issue of The Star the 
trustees of the lé school published 
a statement 
paid to the members of its staff, 
Now, while I have no intention what- 
‘ever of entering into’a controversy— 
via the columns of the press—as to 
the merits or demerits of the salary 
situation of the Wainwright teachers 
(this being a matter for the regular 
or annual meeting of the Board), 
there are several 6omments which i 
feel I must make: 

1, So far as.I know, it was I who |}- 
first su , that the ratepayers 
should be informed that:salary sched 
ule negotiations between the Board 
and the teachers’ Representatives 
had, reached an apparent impasse. 

2..The teachers deplore exceeding- 
ly the undertone of animus which the 
Board allowed to creep into its pub- 
lished statement. 

‘8. The second last paragraph of 
the Board's declaration stated that 
the teachers “demanded” a 10 percent 
cost-of-living bonus on their present 
salaries. The teachers did nothing of 
the kind, What they suggested was a 
10 percent cost-of-living bonus to be 
faded to their basic salary rates— 
such bonus in no case to exceed one 
hundred dollars per year for any one 
teacher, The Board's statement gives 
the impression that the teachers re- 
quested an over-all increment of 1080 
dollars, when, as a matter of fact, 
what was asked was much less than | 
this, amount, 

4, In connection with the para- 
graph referred to above, the Board 
stated that the teachers “demanded” 
this bonus, Actually, this was merely 
@ suggestion put forward by the 


‘| teachers as an alternative to various 


other negotiation suggestions which 
had not been favorably received by 
8 Board, The. Board refused to dis- 

this. costedrliving boas, claim- 
he that any further proposals that 
the teachers wished to make would 
have to be submitted first to the Al- 
berta School Trustees’, Association 
for its opinion, 

Ags I have stated above, it’ \e the de- 
sire of the teachers that this wholé 
question be treated objectively—that

in respect of injury to any passenger, 
other than a car Operated for hire or 
gain.

TREES & PRAIRIE FARM HOMES 

A recent report published by the 
Division of Information, Works Pro- 
jects. Administration, Washington, 
D,C., concerning the gigantic wind- 
break planting project. sponsored by 
two United States federal agencies, 
the Forest Service and the W.P.A.,,: 
contains an estimate accredited . to 
forest service experts that eight and 
one half acres of shelterbelt, in most 
instances, are sufficient to protect a 
farm of 160 acres. Since 1943 to the 
end: of 1941 the organizations named 
expected 190,000,000 trees to, have 
been. planted, or at any rate of over 
twenty-five million trees a year, 

The influence in the cOlirse of a 
few years of such large scale tree 
planting may be visualized from what 
tree planting in our’ own Canadian 
Prairie Provinces has accomplished 
wince the beginning of this century, 
states John Walker, Superintendent, 
Forest Nursery Station, Indian Head,

CHEMISTRY HIRED 
MAN On THE FARM 


‘Chemistry has changed agriculture 
modified farming and revolutionized 
productive methods, according to an 
article entitled “(New Acres” by John 
Robitaille in the December issue of 
C-I-L. Oval, The article shows that 
chemistry comes into the farmer’s 
picture even before the planting of 
seed through use of the scientific 
testing of soil, the recommendation 
of special types of fertilizers for 
specialized crops, seed disinfecting 
‘and seed treatment to destroy spores 
of anima! and vegetable parasites. 

Chemists have joined with the 
farmer to rid his crops and young 
plants of destructive insects through 
the use of insectides and. fungicides. 
The fruit farmer and orchardist have 
reason to be thankful to the agricul- 
tural chemist for the discovery of a 
spray that permits heavy fruit ‘to re- 
main on the tree until ripe for pick- 
ing instead of being at the mercy of 
wind, rein, and hail,

er to raise bigger and better crops 
but is also pointing the way, through

with a gas cleansing section. Those 
who admit splashed persons t6 their 
houses are instructed to see that 
they take off thefr shoes and oufer 
clothing before entering and that 
they do not touch apything with 
hands or clothing before they reach 
the washing place, If the eyes are 
splashed they shold be thoroughly 
flushed out with warm water im- 
mediately, If the hair is splashed it 
should be cut off and anti-gas oint- 
ment rubbed into thé scalp. Discarded 
clothing should be sént to the local
